Farmers are like other people—they 
follow the lines of least resistance and 
attempt to do by legislation what they 
should do by personal effort. The 
American people love to say, “ Let the 
staté do it.” 

To handle the subject without gloves 
and to put it bluntly, the situation, as 
we see it, is something like this: You 
can find 1,000 farmers who would vote 
for a permanent closed season on quail, 
to one who will build a feeding box and 
‘scatter a little $2.20 wheat for the 
birds in cold weather, and you will find 
1,000 hunters who would rather spend 
$400 for a week's shooting in the south, 
to one who will dig down and give a 
_| farmer the $2.20 for a bushel*of wheat 
to feed the birds in his own state. 

As long as these conditions prevail, 
good quail shooting in the north, in 
our opinion will never come back, re- 
gardiess of the frenzied efforts of legis- 
lators.

Those two brilliant shortstops, Horns- 
by and Hollocher of the Cubs, were 
big cards with National league follow- 
ers. The great Walter Johnson, the 
idol of baseball fans the world over, 
lost none of his drawing powers.

Who, then, was the. most talked 
about man in major léague circles last 
season? My answer, without the 
slightest hesitation, would be “Babe” 
Ruth of the Boston Red Sox. When 
you recall the worth while baseball 
happenings of last summer, I am cer- 
tain you will agree with me. When 
the season opened Ruth was recog- 
nized as a great pitcher. It wasn’t 
long before his ability as a pitcher was 
the least talked of accomplishment. 
Ruth early in the campaign won all 
kinds of publicity because of his habit 
of hitting a home run when a drive 
for the circuit was a much desired 


happening. _ 
Had Trick as First Baseman. 
As an outfielder he displayed aston- 


ishing cleverness, and as a first base 
man he more than filled the bill, al- 


though it sometimes seemed as if: 


playing first base might lose a great 
hitter and a perfectly fine pitcher to 
the Boston club. Ruth had a habit 
of blocking runners off first base on 
a snap throw from the pitcher or 
catcher, in a way that obliterated the 
base, and. gave the runner merely 
Ruth’s knee to slide at ag a target. 
He did it in such a good natured man- 
ner, however, that he got away with 
it. It was a good thing for Ruth and

He always was 
dangerous at the bat in season's past, 
but not until 1918 did Babe Ruth real- 
ize that he was a great slugger.

Almost overnight he acquired the 
confidence which made him the most 
talked about man in baséball. So great 
was Ruth’s confidence in himself that 
he was rather peeved when his efforts 
resulted in nothing more than a single.

And after this has been ‘said, it may be stated with 
equal decisiveness that the war was won by one man. 


His name is Ferdinand Foch. 

The man who outgeneraled “and vanquished the 
greatest military organization that ever had been 
perfected in histofy of war was born in the 
Pyrenees at thé little-city of Tarbes, where his father 
held Foch was born Aug. 
4,. 1861. | 

He was born of great ona 
disturbances in Burope. He was born in the freshest 


when France was to undergo the further conflicts in 
which the seeond empire tried to approach the war- 
like triumphs of the first. 

In this atmosphere of battle, France produced the 
boy who was destined to save civilization in 1918. 
At Saint-Etienne, at Rodez, and later at Metz he re- 
ceive his early education, by which there was in- 
culcated in him habits of religious strictness. These 
influe of ‘his instructors were responsible for 
some of tie characteristics which later distinguished 
the man. 
During that fateful year of 1871, Foch entered the 
Ecole Polytechnique, where from the start he mani- 


studies. Hg readily applied himself to logic and 
|} geometry; but at the same time studied with avidity 
the fresh history of the previous half century.

With this foundation it wes possible for Foch to 
develop himsélf into the recording genius he proved 
to bé for the ng history of those days, which 
began just at time when he took up the profes- 
sion of arms. As an artillery officer he received 
the customary assignments to duty in various garri- 
sons, schools, and barracks about France, and in 


1878 he had gained the rank of captain. 

| Sit years later he returned asa student to the 
French war school and twelve years after that found 
him with the rank of a major, instructing the future 
soldiers of France in military history and theory, 
general staff. 

In 1901 he was returned to line duty as a lieutenant 
colonel and suffered, as did many other French offi- 
‘cers, by reason of the affairs growing out of thé, 
Dreyfus case, with which Foch was connected in no 
manner. It was almost six years Ikter that he gained 
his much deserved rank of brigadier general. After 
a brief time in command of the artillery of the Fifth 
French Army corps at Orleans he. returned to the 
war school as commandant. - 

Foch, as a teacher and theorist, Sirndelatal his 
own theory of war. According to students who knew 
him as a@ teacher, Foch would first maintain that 
te estimate only material factors in war was a mis- 
take.

Thus ended the ambitious enterprises of Louis Joliet 
and Jacques Marcuette. It had founded no enduring 
commercial empire for M. Frontenac. It had founded 

no enduring spiritual empire for M. Talon. The name 
“ Conception,” so lovingly bestowed upon the Mississippl, 
was not to last. The mission of the Immaculate Concep 
tion, after eking out a dead and alive existence for 
years, perished utterly. 

Still the expedition had made known vast stretches 
of the great river. It had made known the latent possi- 
bilities of Dlinois. It had bestowed upon its leaders 
undying fame. And*by its legacy of good will it in no 
mean degree facilitated the labors of Rene-Robert Cave- 
lier, Sieur de la Salle. - 

If Joliet personified the French genius for trade and 
Marquette the French genius for spirituality, La Salle 
personified the French genius for statecraft. Soldier and 
diplomat. he planned a chain of forts to connect the . 
Mississippi valley with Canada and make it a permanent 
French domain. Whereas his precursors had appealed 
to the business instinct and the religious instinct in 
their efforts toward peaceful penetration, La Salle be- 
Heved also in force, and it was lucky for him that Joliet 
and Marquette had established among the IJlinois a deep 
liking for Frenchmen. 

One morning in January, 1680, the Inhabitants of two 
Indian villages on opposite banks of the Illinois river 
some distance downstream from Peoria lake saw eight 
canoes approaching with a party of armed Frenchmen 
aboard. The eight canoes suddenly formed in line across 
the Illinois and the men stopped paddling and grasped 
their muskets. 

Pandemonium reigned in both villages—pandemonium 

a and fright and a hullabaloo of 
La Salle Brings mixed voices. La Salle and his 
French Statecraft... men jumped ashore. Shaking 
in their moccasins, two chiefs came, bringing the “all 
mysterious” calumet. A third shouted at the young 
braves on the opposite bank, forbidding them to let fly 
their arrows. La Salle then showed a calumet of his 
own, and a robed monk named Hennepin fondled the 
nearest papooses. There followed-a grand powwow, in 
which La Salle took a leading part. 

He told the Indians he had come to defend them 
against their enemies—should the Iroquois attack them 
ft would go hard with the Iroquois. There was a condi- 
tion, however. The Illinois must let him build a fort 
and a ship, and they must sell him provisions. If they 
refused he would paddie away and make similar ar-

Now, when the Indians 
appeared disloyal, six of his men deserted and some one 
poisoned La Salle. He recovered ere long, but was in a 
deplorable state of mind, especially as no word arrived 
‘from his vessel, the Griffin, which was to have brought, 
by way of Lake Michigan, the rigging and anchors for 
the new ship he intended to build for his voyage down 
the Mississippi.

An aristocrat, born at Rouen and 
now in his fortieth year, La Salle 
had joined the Jesuits when a boy, 
and, though he had since left them, 
was still a valiant Catholic. In 1666 
he went to Canada, at first settling 
down as a kind of grand seigneur in 
the wilderness near Montreal, with 
tenantry around him, and lording it 
genially over a new“village. But the 
more he examined French colonial 
prospects the more he seemed to 
recognize in himself a coming em- 
pire builder. This, probably, explains 
his eagerness to master Indian lan- 
guages. Thus equipped, he would 
turn explorer and not only win the 
Mississippi valley for France but 
hold it for France.

and made seven campaigns. When the enemy attacked 
Libisso his right hand was shot away by a grenade. 

“He returned to the service in Sicily, made the cam- 
paign as a volunteer in the galleys, and when the troops 
were discharged, being unable to obtain the employment 
he solicited at court on account of the general peace, he 
decided in 1678 to join M. de la Salle.” His missing 
hand was replaced by a hand of iron. | 

Father Hennepin, chaplain and missionary, was a Bel- 


- gian by birth and by ecclesiastical affiliation a monk 


of St. Francis. After serving as a priest in Belgium 

‘and Holland he was ordered to Canada in 1675. 
Carrying a portable altar on his back, he would tramp 

the wilderness without grumbling. He relished adven- 


ture. He had a passion for the melodramatic—red fire, 


slow music, and all that. 


_ Such, then, were the leaders who established Fort 
Crevecoeur, fully believing that they had accomplished 
an enduring achievement. But La Salle needed anchors 
and cables to complete the new vessel he was building 
for further exploration, and they had been started on 
: Time wore on and no 
news from the Griffin reached La Salle. Finally, giving 
up hope, he resolved to go to Canada himself and procure 
anchors and rigging. In March he set forth with a hand- 
ful of men, leaving Tonty in command at Fort Creve- 
corur. 7 

Late in July, just as he was on the point of starting 
back from Canada, two roving Frenchman brought him 
a letter from the Man of the Iron Hand. This time a 
heartbreak indeed! It appeared that no sooner had La 
Salle left Crevecewur than practically the entire garri- 
son had deserted, after demolishing the fort, destroying 
the ship, looting the munitions, and tossing into the 
Illinois river everything they could not make off with. 
According to a report that quickly followed, eight of 
the scoundrels were now at Albany on Lake Ontario and 
a dozen more hastening toward Canada to murder La 
Salle. | 

With nine good men and true La Salle went after 
them. ‘The first gang surrendered without a tussle. 
The second showed fight, but were overpowered and 
nabbed and stowed down téawait the coming of Fronte- 
pac and retribution. 

Returning with all speed to Minois, La Salle found 

| the country overrun by ma- 

La Salle’s Search rauding Iroquois, who had pil- 
for Tonty. laged and slain without 
mercy. As for Crevecceur, Tonty had but slightly ex- 
aggerated. Not a soul remained. The fort was in ruins. 
While the ship looked uninjured, the Indians had some- 
how managed to pull out every nail, and on one of its 
planks a mutineer had scrawled the words, “ We are all 
savages.” Nor could La Salle find a trace anywhere to 
indicate or even suggest what had become of Tonty. 
The truth was the Italian had tried to mediate between 
the Hlinois and the Iroquois, had been wounded while 
doing so, and, thanks to incurring the suspicions of 
both sides, come within an ace of being killed outright. 
He was now recuperating somewhere among the Pot- 
tawattomies. 
- Here began La Salle’s breathless search for the Man 
of the Iron Hand. Far and wide roamed La Salle and 


’ his squad of Frenchmen, through regions hideous with 


only too vivid proofs that the Iroquois had come that 
way. At one point the French beheld several human 
bodies standing erect but lifeless. They were the haif 
eaten corpses of Illinois sqnaws bound to stakes. 

While paddling up the north branch of the Kankakee 


river one day La Salle noticed a rude hut made of bark 


and sprang ‘ashore. and, to his inexpressible joy, dis- 
covered a board that showed marks of the saw. Clearly 
the Man of the Iron Hand had escaped being kilied by

the mutineers. As clearly, he had escaped being killed 
by the Iroquois. However, it was not until the following 


spring that La Salle and Tonty again came face to face. 

in December, 1681, La Salle began his triumphant 
exploration of the Mississippi. At its mouth he set up 
the arms of France on a pillar, ordered a salute fired 
and the “Te Deum” sung, and took possessian of the 
country. As a tribute to his sovereign, Louis XIV., he 
called it Louisiana. 


But he had not abandoned his project of founding a 
La Salle’s Fort on Permanent stronghold in Milt 
nois.. Retracing his course, he 
Starved Rock. passed up the Illinois river to a 
place near the modern town of Ottawa, where he set 
about erecting on Starved Rock his audacious Fort St. 
Louis du Rocher, while Tonty, who had turned up none 
the worse for wear, recruited men for the new colony it 
was to protect. 
What a site for a stronghold the rock afforded! “in 
front,” says Parkman, “it overhangs the water that 


«washes its base; its western brow looks down on the 


tops of the forest trees below; and on the east Mes a 
wide gorge or ravine, choked with the mingled foliage 
of oaks, walnuts, and elms; while in its rocky depths 
a little brook creeps down to mingle with the river. 
From the trunk of the stunted cedar that leans forward 
from the brink you may drop a plummet into the river 
below, while the catfish and the turtles may plainly be 


seen gliding over the wrinkled sands of the clear and 


shallow current. The cliff is accessible only from be- 
hind, where a man may climb up, not without difficulty, 
by a steep and narrow path. The top is an acre in 
extent.” 

There, 125 feet above the river, the French hewed 
away the trees and bwilt earthworks, a palisade, a store- 
house, a blockhouse,.and a chapel. They rigged a wind- 
lass to fetch water. On the parapet they mounted two 
brass cannon. 

Fortress, mission, and trading post combined, the new 
establishment attracted Illinois, Shawanois, Miamis, and 
red men of various other tribes, who built huts of logs 
of bark and settled down happily under French protec- 
tion. Counting women and children, La Salle’s adher- 
ents numbered something like 20,000. . 

This would last, he believed, but he must bring goods 
for trading and men and guns and gunpowder to defend 
his people against the Iroquois. As matters then stood, 
it scemed that both men and supplies must come from 
Canada. But Frontenac was no longer governor, and 
La Rarre, who had succeeded him, showed jealousy and 
a great unfriendliness. Accordingly, La Salle thought 
best to go in person to France and lay his case before 
the king. Planning to sail from Quebec, he left Tonty 
in command and started out. He had not gone far when 
he fell in with Chevalier de Baugis, who was under 
orders from the new governor of Canada to take over 
Fort St. Louis. 

; Inwardly La Salle boiled. 
Outwardly. however, he 
kept up an appearance of 
amiability, and, choking 
, down his wrath, gave De 
Baugis a letter to Tonty 
in which he bade his lieu- 
tenant treat him civilly. 
™ La Salle then resumed 
his journey and, on reach- 
France, approached 
king, who listened 
sympathetically and with 
his own hand penned a 
note rebuking La Barre 
and restoring Fort St. 
Louis to La Salle.

Canada. To this end he planned to colonize the 


mouth of the Mississippi. Once fortified, the new set- 
tlement would command the river. Instead of coming 
from Canada by way of the lakes, supplies for Fort 
St. Louis would come from France by way of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

By a mariner’s blunder, ridiculous even in those days 
of incompetent seafaring, the vessel that should have 
put La Salle and his colonists ashore at the mouth of 
the Mississippi landed them on the Texas coast. } 

Vague rumors of ail this reached Tonty. Understand- 
ing that La Salle was in difficulties, but not knowing 
where, he drummed up a relief party of twenty-five 
Frenchmen and eleven Indians and went dowh the 
Mississippi to the delta. Failing to meet La Salle and 
learning nothing as to his whereabouts, he turned back. 

Still determined to reach the Mississippi,—his * fatal

Only fifteen years Jater his Fort St. Lonis became a 
mere trading post, and in 1718 the Indians burned that. 
By name the place thereof knows it no more. Starved 
Rock we call it. Instead of commemorating La Salle or 
Tonty or Father Hennepin, the name pays homage to a 
band of unillustrious Indian savages who were besieged 
there by enemies avenging the death of Pontiac and 
who, after twelve days: without food or water, descended 
from the cliff and were massacred. 

There is a world of melancholy suggestiveness in the 
fatality that has withheld from the site of his chief 
fortress all verbal acknowledgment that Rene-Robert 
Cavelier, Sieur de la Salle, was once its master. Well 
may Parkman conclude his tive with the words: 
“ Here ends the wild and motrpful story of the explorers 
of the Mississippi. Of all their toil and sacrifice no 
fruit remained but a great geographical discovery and a 
grand type of energy and will.” t 

Two centuries ago, however—two centuries, roughly 
speaking, with leeway either siae—it would have seemed 
grotesque to discount French prospects in Illinois. Take. 
for instance, the situation at Kaskaskia. Marquette had 
died, it is true, but there came a devoted French priest 
named Father Allouez who erected a cross, said mass, 
and baptized converts. After him came ethers. When 
the Indian village pulled up stakes and moved to a point 
on the Mississippi in what is now Randolph county the 
mission of the Immaculate Conception moved also, re 
establishing itself in the new Kaskaskia which was to 
become the first capital of Illinois. 

The region had now something like 300 white inhab- 
itants. Kaskaskia boasted a large farm, a monastery, a 
stone church, a chapel, a brewery, and sevcral ware- 
houses. Cahokia, near by, was a year older. In the 
same neighborhood were the promising villages of Prai-

rie du Rocher and Prairie du Poat. And presently came | 


a boom—the first, so far, and of many queer booms the 


queerest. 

Illinais, as we know it, is not bulging with gold, silver, 
and precious stones, nor was it anything of a Golconda 
in 1712, when the French granted to Crozat an all- 
extensive mining concession in Louisiana, which by that 
time included Illinois. But not even Crozat’s disillusion- 
ment and failure could shake the convictions practi- 


‘cally universal in France that beneath the soll of Iili-

There was lacking only an organization and a pro 
moter to launch a get-rich-quick scheme of stupendous 
proportions. In the Company of the West (formed 
under royal sanction to look after Louisiana) appeared 


the organization. In John Law appeared the promoter. 


Every one in- 
vested—wildly, crazily—and then, as might have been 
foreseen from the beginning, the renowned “ Mississippi 
Bubble” burst, though not before it had immensely bene- 


fited Illinois.

ORTY-FIVE years ago Montgomery Ward & Company was an Idea; no property, no custom. 


no employees—just a new Idea. 


Today 10,000 employees and 103 acres of floor space are required for the practical application of that 
Idea—to supply the wants of customers over all the earth. 


The thought on which the firm was founded was that 


good merchandise could be furnished ssi to the con- 


sumer by mail at a saving. 


That plan was practically the total asset of the firm of 


Montgomery Ward & Company in 1872, when the busi-_ 


ness was started by A. Montgomery Ward. Mr. Ward 
and Mr. George A. Thorne, who became an early part- 
ner in the firm, depended on the logic of their new belief 
and their own energy and batelligonce to make their 
venture a success. 


The business began in one room twenty feet square at 
246 Kinzie street, Chicago. From there the firm an- 
nounced by mail that they were able to ship goods direct 
to the customer, and that the customer should be the 
_ judge of his own satisfaction with these goods and the 
prices paid for them. Thus they became the pioneer mail 
order merchants of America, with a business based on 
the theory that “ The customer is always right.” They 
were one of the first to adopt the guarantee of “Satisfac- 
tion or Your Money Back,” and to apply it literally.

In 1887 they bought and occupied a six story building on 
Michigan Avenue, near Madison Street. 


In 1898 they began aaak on their bidianes Tower Build. 
ing at Michigan Boulevard and Madison Street, occupy- 
ing it in 1900. 


In 1906 the present building on Chicago Avenue was 
started and in 1909 occupied. At that time it was per- 
haps the largest concreté merchandise structure in the 
world. This year a nine story addition was added. To- 
day the firm has buildings, warehouses, and factories in 
a number of cities, maintaining general headquarters in 


Chicago. 
In order to better serve their patrons in the southwest, 


a plant was installed in Kansas City in 1904. The Kansas 
City business grew to such an extent that in 1914 an 


8-story concrete building, covering 15 acres,;the largest 


commercial building in Kansas City, was erected. 


Today the original idea of A. Montgomery Ward and 
George R. Thorne is still the governing policy of the busi- 
ness and the growth has been steady.

In our own day we have seen barrel congressmen 
‘obtain forts for their districts In order to “help busi- 
ness.” No mere pork barrel fort was this; in 1754 the 
French saw fit to rebuild it at a cost of 1,000,000 crowns. 
“The Gibraltar of the west,” it was called, and a British 
engineer spoke of it as “the most commodious and best 
build fort in North America.” But it also “ helped busi- 
ness.” Not far away newcomers founded the little town 
of New Chartres. rou might have termed the neighbor- 
hood a bit of France transplanted to the wilderness.

" Here, then, was an additional outpost of French civi-~ 


ization in Illinois, an additional guarantee of its perma- 


pence. And a merry, optimistic, happy go lucky civiliza- 


tion it was. Verandaed, whitewashed, half timber cot- 
tages rang with laughter. Sheep grazed peacefully on 
village commons. Farming throve. “ Most of the French 
till the soil,” wrete one of their missionaries. “ They 
faise wheat, cattle, pigs, and horses, and live like 
princes. Three times as much is produced as can be 
consumed, and great quantities of grain and flour are 
sent to New Orleans.” River craft—flatboats and barges 
—crawied up the Mississippi, bringing in exchange such 
commodities as cotton cloth, sugar,and rice. 

All very fine this sounds. In reality it was nothing to 
what it ought to have been. Content with hunting and 
trapping and trading and here and there dabbling in 
agriculture, the French led too easy a life and left un- 
developed the illimitable resources of Illinois. Worse, 
they lived on far too jovial terms with the Indians; in- 
stead of uplifting the red man they allowed the red man 


to degrade them. 
Meanwhile a sterner type of character—the English— 


was pressing steadily westward. Sooner or later it 


would clash with the Gallic type and determine whether 
British civilization or French was to prevail in Illinois. 


The French settlers foresaw trouble, even while they

war, in which Frenchmen from Illinois participated, 
though never on Illinois soil. By the treaty of peace, 
signed in 1763, France ceded to England all the terri- 
tory east of the Mississippi with the exception of New 
Such terms struck the Indians as outrageous, and 
when British troops entered Illinois to take over Fort 
Chartres an Ottawa chief named Pontiac “shut up the 
way,” and, with eighteen federated tribes at his back, 
kept it shut two years. The [linois at first hesitated to 
join him, but he whipped them into line by thundering: 
“ Hesitate not, or I “destroy you as fire destroys the 
prairie grass.” He even had hope of stirring up the 
French against the “‘ dogs in red clothes.” To Louis St. 
Ange de Bélle Rive, commandant at Fort Chartres, he 
said: “I love the French and have come here, with 
my warriors to avenge their wrongs.” 
No doubt he meant it. He is quoted as declaring: 
° “The conduct of the French 
Indians Hate never gave rise to suspicion; 
British Invaders. conduct of the English 
never gave rest to it.” The Indians worshiped the 
French. Said another of their chiefs: “When the 
French came hither they came and kissed us. They 
called us children and we found them fathers.” 


Bat St. Ange was under orders from the French gov- 


ernment to hand over the fort as soon as the English 


were in a position to take charge and explained to 
Pontiac that the jig was up. When at last Pontiac 
ceased opposition Capt. Stirling marched into Fort 
Chartres with his kilties, a detachment of the Black 
Watch. 

Apart from the Pontiac affaig, nothing much happened 
in Illinois during the thirteen years-of British rule, nor 
does it appear that King George and his counselors in- 
tended that much should. Their plan was to keep col- 
onists out of Illinois and make the region a game 
preserve and trading district where Englishmen could 
go shooting or trapping for furs or purchase them from 
the Indians. Competition was not desired. 

Happily the colonia] governors were a long way from 
England and could do pretty much as they liked. Coolly 
disregarding his majesty’s commands, they et in settlers 


‘with a clear conscience. And, while many French 


settlers left Illinois, enough remained. The population 
is supposed to have been about 3,000. ; 

No definite measures were taken to Briticize the coun- 
try. Frenchmen were told “that his majesty grants to 
the inhabitants of Illinois the liberty of the Catholic re- 
ligion ” and that “his majesty, moreover, agrees that 
those who choose to retain their lands and become sub- 
jects of his majesty shall enjoy the same rights and 
privileges. the same security for their persons and effects 
and liberties as the old subjects of the king.” So 
French life in Illinois jogged on about as before. 

At Fort Chartres, meanwhile, something decisive oc- 
curred despite the general principle that under British 
domination nothing could. The river bank gave way. 
Down went the shoreward wall. Abandoning their 
“ Gibraltar of the west,” the English built a new fort at 
Kaskaskia—Fort Gage, they named it in honor of the 
generalissimo commanding all the redcoats in the colo- 
nies—and Kaskaskia forthwith became the capital of 


. Minois.

For the 
Comes to present venture he believed 
that 200 men would suffice, provided only that he could 
take the fort by surprise. But where was he to get 
the men, and how? Impossible to withdraw troops from 
the American army; they could not be spared. How- 
ever, the Virginia legislature offered to bestow 300 acres 
of land @® any one who would serve under Clark, and 
with this proposition as bait he went fishing for recruits 
in the back districts of Kentucky. Woodsmen dropped 
their axes. Trappers bade adieu to the forest. The 200 
volunteers were speedily forthcoming. - . 

Clark led them to the Ohio and down it to the neigh- 
borhood of Fort Massac and then fifty miles through 
dense woods to the prairie. On the 4th of July they 
found themselves within less than an hour’s march of 
Kaskaskia. Too shrewd to go further by daylight, Clark 
bade his men lie flat in the tall grass. As soon as it got 
dark he made them a speech notable for brevity: “ The 
town is to be taken at all events.” 

Of that evening's exploit and its success we have an 
offhand account by Clark himself: “1 immediately di- 
vided my little army into two divisions. With one of 
the divisions I marched to the fort and ordered the 
others into different quarters of the town. If 1 met with 
no resistance, at a given signal a general shout was to 
be given and men of each detachment who could speak 
the French language were to run through every street 
and proclaim what had happened and inform the inhab- 
itants that every person that appeared in the streets 
was to be shot down. 

“In a very little time we had complete possession and 


_every avenue was guarded to prevent any escape to 


give the alarm to the other villages. 

“| don’t suppose greater silence ever reigned among 
the inhabitants of any place than did at this at present; 
not & person to be seen, not a word to be heard from 

em; but designedly the greatest noise kept up by our 


‘troops through every quarter of the town.” 


From this it might appear that the French at Kas- 
kaskia were quite scandalously wanting in pluck, where- 
as there is a good deal to be said on their side. From 
every point of view Clgrk had the advantage. Engzlish- 
men had stuffed them with hair lifting yarns about the 


Long Knives, as they called Kentuckians. And the attack 


came without warning. At top speed, carrying only ‘the. 
lightest equipment, the Americans had crossed the 

prairie in secrecy—or the next thing to it, for, when- 

ever they met an inhabitant they took him prisoner to 

prevent his telling. Moreover, they pumped him. Near 
Kaskaskia they had nabbed a farmer or two from whom 

they learned that the village was still unaware of their 

approach. 

Then, too, it is to be borne in mind that the French 
had not forgotten what befell the Acadians. From the 
beginning of the onslaught they believed that it would 
lead to wholesale deportations. And the Long Knives 
looked fully equal to the most desperate deeds. For 
three weeks not a man of them had shaved. Their 
clothes were a sight. Uncouth enough at home, they 
had. now the appearance of backwoodsmen picked for 
their barbarity and depraved still further by the prom- 
ise.of loot and gain. 

Clark had figured on just this. consternation among 
the French. He had aimed to produce it. It was the 
core of his strategy, and it succeeded beyond even his 
fondest hopes. When his men found the gate of Fort 
Gage wide open, they rushed in, captured Gov. Roche-

From bravado or despair—no one knows which—the 
Fort Dearborn band played the “ Dead March” as Heald 
and his party set forth at 9 o’clock on the morning of 
Aug. 15. With fifteen Miamis, Capt. Wells led, his face 
daubed with war paint. Then came a string of wagons | 
carrying women and children and ailing soldiers. After 
them marched Heald’s able bodied troops, numbering 
barely forty. bifteen additional Miamis brought up 
the rear. 

Ostensibly as escort, 500 Pottawattomies followed the 
doleful column as it proceeded along an Indian trail 
next the lake. For the first quarter of a mile nothing 
alarming developed. But now a string of low sand dures 


intervened between the beach trail and the prairie. 


There the Pottawattomies, instead of continuing along 
the shore, took the other side of the dunes. | 

After a mile and‘a quarter's march Capt. Heald, wiio 
had ridden ahead to reconnotter, came back at a gallop — 
with news that the Pottawattomies were about to give 
battle from behind the dunes. The Miamis deserted. 
The Americans charged. Both sides opened fire. Wells 
fell, mortally wounded. Heald, though wounded, kept 
on. Then,:helpless because overwhelmingly outnum- 
bered, Heald’s men saw the Pottawattomies swoop down 
on the women and children. Twelve children and two 
women were massacred. Mrs. Heald received six 
wounds and was taken prisoner. A Mrs. Helm dodged 
the stroke of a tomahawk ana while reaching for her 
assailant’s knife was seized by another Indian and 
thrown into the lake—it was Black Partridge, trying to 
save her lite and succeeding. 
Of the soldiers thirty-cight 
perished. And Fort Dear- 
born was looted and burned. 

Nevertheless, Clark had 
laid the foundation for. en- 
during progress and pros- 
perity in Miinois. For cen- 
turies the Indians held sway, 
with nothing permanent to 
show for their stewardship. 
Of the ninety year long 
French stewardship, the. 
most conspicuous ‘result is 
the last syllabte of the name 
Illinois, and we mispro- 
nounce that, saying 
noy ” when the French madé 
it “Tilinwah.” Of the brief 
English rule—thirteen years 
in all—hardly so muth as a 
souvenir remains. But Clark, 
by transforming Illinois into © 
a county of Virginia, linke! 
it forever with the destinies 
of America. 

A hideous vengeance over- 
took the Pottawattomies. At 
Fort Wayne and at the bat- 
| tle of the Thames they paid 
many times over fcr the Fort 
Dearborn outraze, and puni- 
tive expeditions carried fire 
and sword through the Ia- 
dian villages of Illinois, and, 
when the war of 1812 ended 
victoriousig. for the states, 
Illinois was already hasten- 
ing toward statehood.
